MARETT’S MARCONEE BARLEY 1952 REGISTERED BREEDERS STOCK 


MARCONEE originated from a cross of Hooded and Wong Barley made by us. The yield of Marconee has been equal or better than 
Calhoun Barley. The straw of Calhoun is a little more rigid; heads of Marconee are more compact. The new feature added in 
Marconee is that it has shown 90 to 95% mildew resistance in the Piedmont Section. This is a very important feature since this dis- 
ease has caused a high percent of reduced yields. The field inspection report from the South Carolina Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion shows smut infection of .22 of one per cent. Barley is a good land crop and with reasonable applications of soluble nitrogen a 
good yield should be made, however, unreasonable applications will cause lodging. All stock was grown from seed hot water treated 
in 1951. 

DESCRIPTION: Early; medium height; heavy stooling plant; medium stiff straw; compact awnless type heads. There are a few 

genetic impurities.

Stat., Experiment, Ga., in coopera- 
tion with the U.S.D.A. Chancellor is adapted to a very wide area, however, best suited to the Piedmont and Mountain Section of 
the Southeastern States. Experiment Station tests show Chancellor to be a high yielder and indeed an outstanding variety of wheat. 
It is extremely winter hardy and yet considerably earlier than many less hardy varieties. The straw of Chancellor is sufficiently 
stiff to insure convenient harvesting with a combine. 

DESCRIPTION: Early; very stiff straw; smooth, long, heavy heads; large plump grain; excellent milling quality.

ANDERSON OAT’S stiff straw makes it an outstanding combine type of oat. Its range of adaptability is quite extensive, covering 
most of the Southeastern States, principally the Piedmont Sections of these States. The high type rust resistance inherited from 
Victoria is assurance against loss from crown or leaf rust. Anderson is consistently a high producer with well filled grains which 
thrash easily and have a low percentage of hull. 

ANDERSON while not highly resistant to victoria blight, or foot rot, is among the more tolerant varieties of Victoria parentage with 
resistance to crown rust. 

DESCRIPTION: Early; medium height; heavy tiller; long heavily fruited heads; good stiff straw; grains are smooth, heavy, plump, 

and low per cent hull; highly resistant to crown rust, oat mosaic and most races of smut.
